Recognized as among the most prestigious and prominent honors in California numismatics and maybe even 
nationally, the written nominations for the Association’s respected ‘Ron Miller Memorial Award’ are now be 
accepted. The deadline is June 30, 2005, with NO EXCEPTIONS! 


Written nominations, and nothing orally or even via e-mail may be accepted, are to be addressed directly to 
President Harry W. Davis. These are to be mailed to ‘PO Box 4104, Vallejo, California, 94590-0410, Attention: 
President Harry W. Davis’. 


Named for the beloved late Ronald Lee Miller (1944-1993), ‘The Miller Medal’, for short, is open to any active---- 
note this adjective which is imperative----coin hobbyist “residing within California at least five (5) full years prior 
with a verified record of service and support, significant and substantial involvement and interest, in numismatics”. 
Continuing, “membership in the Association [Northern California Numismatic Association] shall not be a necessary 
requirement nor restriction; however, in the selection of recipients, those current Association members nominated 
may have preference over non-members or past members”. To clarify, the Board of Directors, adhering to past 
practice, has been quite reluctant to select non-NCNA Individual Members. Needless to say, ‘The Miller Medal’ is 
absolutely reserved for natural persons, Individual Members, not identities, as coin clubs. 


The governing Charter for this Award details the rules, and the Board of Directors, since the first Award back in 
1996, has never deviated from this Charter. Copies may be requested via Your Editor at ‘PO Box 4104, Vallejo, 
California, 94590-0410’. Note: It is not available for download via the Internet. 


Two (2) ‘Miller Medals’ are possible each year; however, for most years, since 1996, only one has been awarded.
